Amend the Provisions of “ The Common Law 
Procedure (Ireland) Act Amendment (1853).” 



W HEREAS it is expedient to amend “Tlie Common Law 
Procedure Amendment Act, 1863," as lierein-after men- 
tioned ; Be it therefore enacted, by the Queen’s most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
6 Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows :

I. The Provisions in the said recited Act contained for enablinir 
any of the Superior Courts of Common Law at Dublin, or a Judne 
to make an Order as to any Stock, Funds, Annuities, or Shares, or 
10 Money, or as to the Dividends, Interest, or annual Produce thereof 
in which any Judgment Debtor shall have an Estate or Interest’ 
and which shall be standing in the Name of the Court of the Com- 
missioners for the Sale of Incumbered Estates in Ireland, as if the 
®ine had been standing in the Name of a Trustee for such Judgment 
15 Debtor shall extend and apply to “ the Landed Estates Court 
(Ireland), as fully and effectually as if the Words “the Landed 
Estates Court (Ireland) ” were inserted therein instead of the Words

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Estates in Ireland Provided, however, that it shall be lawful for 
“ the Landed Estates Court (Ireland),” on the Application of the 
Judgment Creditor, to make such Order in respect of the same as 
shall be just. 
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
